Webster was one ol the most em­ 
inent law yers and probably the 
greatest orator ihis country has 
produced. He was noted as A m e r i ­ 
ca’s greatest 
expounder 
of the 
constitution. His debates are still 
road with protit by every student 
of the government. It is said of 
Webster that he 
never made a 
poor speech in his lite. The Senate 
of the United States was His forum 
and if was there that he expound­ 
ed those principles in words ol im ­ 
mortal eloquence that instructed 
the understanding, appealed to the 
conscience, kindled the patriotism 
of the Am erican people, and im ­ 
bued them w ith that devotion to 
the Union that maintained it in the 
baptismal fires of C ivil war. His 
body rests in a small rural ceme­ 
tery in Massachusetts with a plain 
marble slab over it with only his 
name on it. He was most v illa in ­ 
ously assailed as a traitor, an ad­ 
vocate of slavery, a monster, a 
Nero, and a fallen angel, for an 
address he made in 1850, that was 
in sentiment and principle voiced 
by Lincoln in 1861. Politics were 
even rougher in 1850 than it is 
in 1936.

Forty-two Nebraska newspaper 
publishers last 
June 
decided it 
wasn’t the slant of a man’s eyes 
or the color of his skin when they 
deserted their own businesses to 
help young Nisei Ben Kuroki print 
a 40-page debut edition of his 
newly purchased York Republican. 
When Ben 
was

On Pearl Harbor Day he and 
his brother 
volunteered to

The multi-million dollar Missouri 
Division of Employment Security has 
more public contact than any other 
state agency It also is the one agen­ 
cy whose functions probably are 
least understood by the public. 
Employment security came into 
existence as an emergency measure 
by enactment of the 59th General 
Assembly and upon signature by 
Gov. Lloyd C. Stark on June 17, 1937 
The purpose of the law, the leg­ 
islature said, was to “promote se­ 
curity against unemployment by in­ 
creasing opportunities for job place­ 
ment through the maintenance of a 
system of public employment offices 
and in providing for payment of 
compensation to individuals in re­ 
spect 
to their 
u n e m p lo y m e n t 
through the accumulation of re­ 
serves.’’ 
Only Em ployers Pay 
The legislature created a reserve 
fund by a provision in the law call­ 
ing for the compulsory payment of 
wage taxes by employers. 
This reserve was defined as the 
Unemployment Compensation Fund 
and it provided that only employers 
were to pay into it. 
Not a cent is contributed to the 
fund by the workers who might de­ 
rive benefits from it should they be­ 
come “unemployed through no fault 
of their own.” 
Through unemployment insurance 
the legislature sought to temper the 
impact of joblessness. 
Through the employment services 
«lie legislature sought to bring jobs 
and workers together. 
Through both programs the legis­ 
lature sought to preserve the morale 
of the worker and to stabilize the 
American system of living here in 
Missouri. 
Nationwide in Scope 
Today employment security has 
developed into a nationwide state 
and federal cooperative system. 
It is a grass-roots program as well 
as a big city project. 
It serves industry, business, agri­ 
culture and the worker alike. 
It serves the community. 
It is an insurance system for an 
effective and free productive econ­ 
omy. 
It is a means of protecting the 
state and nation from the plague of 
recurrent unemployment. 
Because they make other types of 
social security payments, or because 
withholding taxes are taken out of 
their wages by their employmers, 
there are some workers who believe 
they are paying for unemployment 
compensation. 
However, this is a 
mistaken notion, because in no m an­ 
ner does the worker pay any tax 
money to the Division of Employ­ 
ment Security.

Withholding taxes are collected 
for Uncle Sam and are income taxes 
which go to the United States treas­ 
ury for federal government activities. 
Under the Missouri Unemployment 
Compensation law the employer pays 
a tax on the amount of wages he 
pays an employee, but not on wages 
in excess of $3,000 paid to any indi­ 
vidual in any one year. Only em­ 
ployers of eight or more workers 
are taxable under the law although 
any employers can elect to voluntar­ 
ily pay unemployment compensa­ 
tion taxes. 
17,000 Employers Pay 
In several of the other states in 
the union the law covers all em­ 
ployers of one or more workers. As 
a result of the provisions in the Mis­ 
souri law only about one-fourth 
of the state’s employers support the 
employment security program. Mis­ 
souri has approximately 65.000 em­ 
ployers. Less than 17,000 are taxed 
under the law. 
Of the approximately 17,000 wage- 
tax paying employers, 4,472 employ 
less than eight workers and are vol­ 
untarily paying wage taxes to in­ 
sure their employees against possi­ 
ble future joblessness. There are 
7,596 employers who have 25 to 49 
workers; 
1,250 
who 
have 
50-99 
workers; 831 with 100 to 299 em­ 
ployees; 163 with 300 to 4Q9 work­ 
ers; 119 with 500 to 999, and 72 with 
1,000 or over. (These statistics are 
from the division’s recent 1949 an­ 
nual report». 
From 1938 through 1949 Missouri’s 
employers covered by the law have 
paid to the unemployment compen­ 
sation fund a total of $273,548,133. 
Interest earned amounted to $26,- 
779,085. Of this income the division, 
through the same period, paid $113,- 
813,026 in u n e m p lo y m e n t com­ 
pensation to jobless workers. Last 
year $22,479,232 was paid to the un­ 
employed, a record payment year 
that often is referred to as “the 1949 
depression that didn't happen.’’ The 
1949 payments to jobless workers 
were on claims for 1,378,439 weeks 
of idleness. The reserve fund bal­ 
ance on December 31, 1949, was 
$136,509,191.

Law O utgrow th of Depression 
Missouri’s 
Unemployment 
Com­ 
pensation law grew out of the de­ 
pression of 20 years ago, when an es­ 
timated 25 out of every 100 workers 
in the labor market were unem­ 
ployed. In 1949 there were Missouri 
communities where joblessness af­ 
fected as many as 12 to 15 out of 
every 100 workers. 
However, unlike in 1930, the 1949 
jobless person who had worked in 
employment covered by the Missouri 
Unemployment Compensation law, 
was better off. Income was not cut 
off entirely, because unemployment 
benefits were available. 
Of course, not all workers in Mis­ 
souri are insured against jobless­ 
ness. About a million workers have 
wage credits, and 
approximately 
750.000 are eligible to receive out-of- 
work benefits. 
With a labor force of approxi­ 
mately 1.700.000 in Missouri today, 
there are about 1.130,000 persons 
working 
in 
non-agricultural em­ 
ployment, an estimated 50,000 are 
unemployed, 
and

520.000 are engaged in agriculture.

Webster was one ol the most em ­ 
inent lawyers and probably the 
greatest orator this country has 
produced.

of the 
constitution. His debates are still 
read with prolit by every student 
of the government. It is said of 
Webster that he 
never m ade a 
poor speech in his life. The Senate 
of the United States was his forum 
and it was there that he expound­ 
ed those principles in words of im­ 
mortal eloquence that instructed 
the understanding, appealed to the 
conscience, kindled Ihe patriotism 
of the American people, and im­ 
bued them with that devotion to 
the Union that maintained it in the 
baptismal tires of Civil war. His 
body rests in a small rural ceme­ 
tery in Massachusetts with a plain 
marble slab over it with only his 
name on it. He was most villain­ 
ously assailed as a traitor, an ad­ 
vocate of slavery, a monster, a 
Nero, and a fallen angel, for an 
address he made in 1850, that was 
in sentiment and principle voiced 
by Lincoln in 1861. Politics were 
even rougher in 1850 than it is 
in 1936.

The multi-million dollar Missouri 
Division of Employment Security has 
more public contact than any other 
state agency It also is the one agen­ 
cy whose functions probably are 
least understood by the public. 
Employment security came into 
existence as an emergency measure 
by enactment of the 59th General 
Assembly and upon signature by 
Gov. Lloyd C. Stark on June 17, 1937 
The purpose of the law, the leg­ 
islature said, was to “promote se­ 
curity against unemployment by in­ 
creasing opportunities for job place­ 
ment through the maintenance of a 
system of public employment offices 
and in providing for payment of 
compensation to individuals in re­ 
spect 
to 
th e ir 
u n e m p lo y m e n t 
through the accumulation of re­ 
serves.” 
Only Employers Pay 
The legislature created a reserve 
fund by a provision in the law call­ 
ing for the compulsory payment of 
wage taxes by employers. 
This reserve was defined as the 
Unemployment Compensation Fund 
and it provided that only employers 
were to pay into it. 
Not a cent is contributed to the 
fund by the workers who might de­ 
rive benefits from it should they be­ 
come “unemployed through no fault 
of their own.” 
Through unemployment insurance 
the legislature sought to temper the 
impact of joblessness. 
Through the employment services 
legislature sought to bring jobs 
and workers together. 
Through both programs the legis­ 
lature sought to preserve the morale 
of the worker and to stabilize the 
American system of living here in 
Missouri. 
Nationwide in Scope 
Today employment security has 
developed into a nationwide state 
and federal cooperative system. 
It is a grass-roots program as well 
as a big city project. 
It serves industry, business, agri­ 
culture and the worker alike. 
It serves the community. 
It is an insurance system for an 
effective and free productive econ­ 
omy. 
It is a means of protecting the 
state and nation from the plague of 
recurrent unemployment. 
Because they make other types of 
social security payments, or because 
withholding taxes are taken out of 
their wages by their emplovmers, 
there are some workers who believe 
they are paying for unemployment 
compensation. 
However, this is a 
mistaken notion, because in no m an­ 
ner does the w’orker pay any tax 
money to the Division of Employ­ 
ment Security. 


N o Cost To State 
No general tax money paid Into 
the state treasury goes for unem ­ 
ployment compensation, either for 
payments to eligible workers in event 
of joblessness, or for the cost of ad­ 
ministration. 
The 
employers 
who 
come within the jurisdiction of the 
law foot the entire cost of the em ­ 
ployment security program in Mis­ 
souri. 
Social Security taxes, paid jointly 
by employer and employees, are re­ 
served for the future old age security 
of the worker, or in the event of 
death prior to the G5th birthday a n ­ 
niversary, for the benefit of survi­ 
vors. 
Social Security strictly is a 
federal old age benefit insurance 
program. It has no financial rela­ 


tionship 
with 
Missouri’s 
employ­ 
ment security program. 
Withholding taxes are collected 
for Uncle Sam and are income taxes 
which go to the United States treas­ 
ury for federal government activities. 
Under the Missouri Unemployment 
Compensation law the employer pays 
a tax on the am ount of wages he 
pays an employee, but not on wages 
in excess of $3,000 paid to any indi­ 
vidual in any one year. Only em ­ 
ployers of eight or more workers 
are taxable under the law although 
any employers can elect to voluntar­ 
ily pay unemployment compensa­ 
tion taxes. 


17,000 Employers Pay 
In several of the other states in 
the union the law covers all em ­ 
ployers of one or more workers. As 
a result of the provisions in the Mis­ 
souri 
law only 
about one-fourth 
of the state’s employers support the 
employment security program. Mis­ 
souri has approximately 65,000 em ­ 
ployers. Less than 17,000 are taxed 
under the law. 
Of the approximately 17,000 wage- 
tax paying employers, 4,472 employ 
less than eight workers and are vol­ 
untarily paying wage taxes to in­ 
sure their employees against possi­ 
ble future joblessness. There are 
7,596 employers who have 25 to 49 
workers; 
1,250 
who 
have 
50-99 
workers; 831 with 100 to 299 em­ 
ployees; 163 with 300 to 4*29 work­ 
ers: 119 with 500 to 999, and 72 with 
1.000 or over. (These statistics are 
from the division’s recent 1949 a n ­ 
nual report). 
From 1938 through 1949 Missouri’s 
employers covered by the law have 
paid to the unemployment compen­ 
sation fund a total of $273,548.133. 
Interest earned amounted to $26,- 
779,085. Of this income the division, 
through the same period, paid $113,- 
818.026 in u n e m p l o y m e n t com­ 
pensation to jobless workers. Last 
year $22.479.232 was paid to the u n ­ 
employed, a record paym ent year 
that often is referred to as “the 1949 
depression that didn’t happen.” The 
1949 payments to jobless workers 
were on claims for 1,378,439 weeks 
of idleness. The reserve fund bal­ 
ance on December 31, 1949, was 
$136,509,191. 


Law Outgrowth of Depression 
Missouri’s 
Unemployment 
Com­ 
pensation law* grew out of the de­ 
pression of 20 years ago, when an es­ 
timated 25 out of every 100 workers 
in the labor market were unem ­ 
ployed. In 1949 there were Missouri 
communities where joblessness af­ 
fected as many as 12 to 15 out of 
every 100 workers. 
However, unlike in 1930, the 1949 
jobless person who had worked in 
employment covered by the Missouri 
Unemployment Compensation law, 
was better off. Income was not cut 
off entirely, because unemployment 
benefits were available. 
Of course, not all workers in Mis­ 
souri are insured against jobless­ 
ness. About a million workers have 
wage 
credits, 
and 
approximately 
750.000 are eligible to receive out-of- 
work benefits. 
With a labor force of approxi­ 
mately 1.700.000 In Missouri today, 
there are about 1.130,000 persons 
working 
in 
non-agricultural 
em­ 
ployment, an estimated 50,000 are 
unemployed, 
and 
the 
remaining 
520.000 are engaged in agriculture. 
It is estimated that at least three- 
fourths of workers engaged in busi­ 
ness and industry in this state are 
insured against unemployment.
